average depth of 15 feet, nearly five miles 
in lecglh and about two miles in width. 
Theae two reservoirs wonld irrigate nearly 
80,000 acres of rich sagebrush land which 
is now almost worthless, a? it affords but 
little pasturage for stock. Tbe estimated 
cost of this work would not oicoed $0 an 
acre whL'e the land with suoh irrigation 
facilities wonld readily sell for $20. If 
the Government should favorably consider 
tbe proposition, it would doubtless bo wth 
the farther intention of placing ot least 
40,000 acres open to settlers and getting its 
money bact from tha proceeds of their sulo, 
•which oonld be done by special act of Con- 
gress. This wonld leave the Indians 40,000 
acres of caltivatible land as against about 
3,000 with the present facilities for irriga- 
tion.

debt and for current expenies of the gov- 
ernment. That all funds held for payment 
ol the matured debt and interest be simi- 
larly treated and hereafter no funds availa- 
ble above ths sum of $10,000,000 be re- 
tained in the treasury. He said there was 
less than $700,000,000 of circulation, for 
the use o£ 65,OOQ,000 people in the United 
States, probably not more than $10 per 
capita. Plumb addressed the Senate on 
tbe bill, after which it wasreferred to Com-
